His con- 
science tells him, that not only his holy walk, 
but his piows conversation, should lare 
ehat his (reasure isin heaven. 
almost impossible, that a» person should love 
Obrist, be heir to the unspeakable glories of 
his kingdom, and yet not find it pleasant, most 
PLEASANT, to speak of such a Saviour, and com- 
mend Him to others. 

‘The subject is never off his mind; and after se- 
rious examination he comes to the conclusion, 
that he must either give up his hope, or enter on 
the performance of along neglected duty. His 
hope he cannot ive up:—he thinks he has 

evidence, on the whole, that he has passed from 

death to life. He then commences conversing 
about Christ, andhis cause, with his Christian 
friends, and also withsinners. At the time, he 
docs not fiad his heart filled wiih any peculiar 
zeal. It is not ardent love which p: pels him for- 
ward, so much as a sense of hat he peth of 
duty, however, he knows is the path of safety : and 
duty becomes hisrvle of action. He enters on 
the work, and soon, if at all faithful, finds his cen- 
seience in a seasure eased: his life more pleas- 
wnt, and his heart constantly going forth in de- 
sires for the salvation of sinners. Indeed, in a 
few days be becomes, as it were,a new man. Hap- 
py in himself, he longs to have others partakers 
in bisjoy. With zealand love he labours and 
prays; prays and labors for this purpose. God 
blesses him. First one,and then another of his 
brethren & sisters, is brought, in the same way, to 
the same views and feelings with himself, and toa 
union of effort to carry forward the glorious work, 

This, I have no doubt, is a fair statement of the 
origin and progress of revivals generally. Ifa 

part of the church only are excited to these feel- 
ings and this happy conduct, a large ingathering 
of souls is not to be expected; if al/,then a glori- 
ous harvest! 

The only reason why there is not a revival in 
every place where there are Christians is, they 
are nol faithful in duty. One thing is certain— 
if Christians Bove pee they would aheays ex- 
perience a revival in their own breasts; or rath- 
er, there never would be a revival; for what we 
now cal! such would be their common state. 

The children of God never walk in the light of 
his countenaneé, We IWR as Thay form <ndy @ 
part of what He reqnires: when all,He never fails 
to manifest towards them his gracious regard. 
Now where there is not a revival, Christians gen- 
erally appear to have little sense of the extent 
and spirituality of God’s law, ‘They seem satis- 
fied if their outward walk is unexceptionable in 
the eve ofthe world. This, however, often dis- 
tinguishes them not at all from many who make 
no pretensions to religicn. ‘They are not known 
as the children of God, except as they are seen 
now and then at the communion table, Where- 
as, the difference between them and sinners 
should always be so great, that the transient guest 
might say, “Lo! this the friend, and that the 
enemy of Jesus.” 

There is great reason to var, that many who 
profess religion, are hypocrites: many more, tho’ 
subjects of grace, bring great dishonour upon the 
cause, by not having their conversation in heaven. 

It is perfectly plain from the Bible, that ifa 
person does not converse, and love to converse, 
about Jesus Christ and divine things, he must be 
either in his sins, or else awfully cold and stupid 
in the service of his Master. If the treasure 1s in 
heaven, the heart is there; and where the heart 
as, the conversation will be. ‘To those who be- 
lieve, Christ is precious.” His name is music to 
their ear. They think, and speak of Him asa 
friend: His praises are always in their hearts, 
and on their tongues. 

When Christians are willing to be accounted 
simgular—when they prefer the praise of God to 
the praise of men, persecution for righteousness 
sake to ease purehased by neglect of duty, then, 
and then only, do they get frequent foretastes of 
Heaven, and have the pleasure of seeing sinners 
born into the kingdom. 

And now the answer is plain, why a revival of 
religion declines. After Christians have had a 
refreshing season, they begin to feel strong in 
hemselves, and think they can never be cold a- 
gain. This, however, is all a mistake; and the 
first step in fhe downward road.

The subject of limi# lessons in the Sabbath 
School is one of so greimportance, that I cannot 
dismiss it without give it still further consider-

tures represent the difficulty of a sinner’s return- 
ing to God, to be growing less—or greater, by 
delay? What part of a man’s life do they repre- 
sent to be the most favorable for religious impres- 
sions,—youth or old-age?—Does it accord with 
experience? Does not this faithful witness tell 
us that it is possible even for children to become 
Christians? Are we not continually cheered 
with fresh intelligence ofthe power and goodness 
of God in bringing to himself many, very many, 
8 | from the bosom of the Sabbath School? ‘This 

sentiment is behind the age. We may look, and 
look with confidence too, for a speedy blessing on 
r | the labors of the faithful Sabbath School teacher. 

Even now, the Spirit of God is descending on 
many Schools in our land. Yes, at this very mo- 
ment, there are hundreds of anxious inquirers 
among the number of those precious youth who 
weekly receive the instructions of the Sabbath 
School. But this rich blessing cannot rationally 
e | or scripturally be expected to descend on those 
Schools where the truths of the Bible are merely 
lodged in the memory, without any effort to im- 
press them on the heart. 

It is said however with some appearance of 
plausibility, that this plan of limitation will, if 
adopted, operate as a discouragement te those 
e | larger scholars who have been inthe habit of com- 
mitting to memory one, two, three, or more hun- 
dred verses during the week. Experience proves, 
that this objection is entirely one of theory: and 
even the theory itself, without experience, might 
be proved to beincorrect. Every one knows that 
there is nothing interesting inthe mere mechani- 
g | cal act of committing to memory. And most 

scholars would never be interested in this busi- 
Thete inhibit Weak Pyetives. are_prescated. to 
ff | grateful to the human heart. Ofthe propriety of 
o | presenting such motives, I shall have occasion to 
speak hereafter. 1 will only say now, that I have 
no coubt of their absolute necessity in those 
Schools where the principal aim is, that a large 
quantity of Scripture should be committed to 
memory. ‘Take away these motives from such 
Schools, and if they should not perish at once, 
u | they would, most assuredly, drag out a sickly, 
miserable existence—hesitating between life and 
death, but exhibiting an ominous predisposition 
for the latter. But who that has ever had any 
t. | thing to do with children, does not know that their | 
{ | inquisitive minds are always in the highest de- 
ree interested with simple explanations and il- 
Fostrations of those subjects to which their atten- 
tion may be directed? Were it necessary, | 
could bring forward very many facts to show that 
this objection is unfounded. Ihave before me 
reports from a number of schools that have tried 
the experiment. In all these Schools there is a 
very perceptible increase of attention and inter- 
est on the part of the scholars, and every report 
speaks the same language, viz. that “ short lessons 
well understood, are more useful than long ones 
only well committed.” have been acquainted 
with some Schools, as forward, I presume, as any 
in the United States, in which, under the old sys- 
tem, many ofthe scholars had committed to memo- 
ry the whole New Testament in course, whose 
experience, after having tried the new system, 
accorded precisely with that of the Schools above 
alluded to. Inthese Schools, I have noticed eve- 
ry indication of the highest interest among the 
,. | pupils, while notwithstanding their previous for- 
4 | wardness, they were confined to fifleen verses per 
week. It is pleasing to notice, that the same ef- 
fects follow the adoption of this system in different 
yarts of our country. From a late report of a 
Cabbath School in Gorham, Me. it seems that they 
have tried this plan of limitation for three years, 
with increasing evidence of its decided superiori- 
ty to the old method. I cannot forbear making a 
short extract from this report, as it is a very sen- 
sible one, and as it also brings to view another 
benefit of the new system. Saysthe report, “ No 
tickets are used. No account is kept of the stu- 
dies of the scholars: no exertions are made to have 
them commit a great deal, and the immense labor 
and perenne of the superintendent (and teach- 
ers) on the old plan, are saved. ‘The lessons are 
given out, and the studies directed, and the reci- 
tations heard, on the same principles, and in the 
same way, as in our Academies. Short lessons 
well studied, and in recitation fully explained and 
enforced by the teachers, are the principle and 
practice at which we aim. Experience has taught 
us, that, although we cannot tell of the thousands 
of verses committed, and questions answered, nor 
of any progidies in memory,—our children are 
| none the less interested, and as we believe bene- 
a fitted, by the exercises of the Sabbath School.” 
of \"[ should like to extract more, but my limits will 
not now permit. I wish it to be distinetly re- 
membered, that all the time and trouble and ex- 
pense, of keeping account ofthe number of vers- 
es recited, are by the new plan entirely saved. 

I will dismiss this topic by affectionately urging 
superintendents and teachers to give it their seri- 
ous and prayerful attention. Dear fellow labor- 
ers, do make the experiment. Difficulties will at

To the Editors of the Recorder §& Telegraph. 

Gentiemen,—! have, for several years, been 
engaged in the delightful employment of a teach- 
er ina Sabbath School; and, as] trust most teach- 
ers do, Ihave become deeply interested in this 
mode of instilling religious truths into the minds 
and hearts of the rising generation. Perhaps I 
ain disposed to magnify my office too highly, and 
to think of my employment, if not of myself, nore 
highly than! ought tothink. Yet from my own 
observation, though limited, and from accounts 
which I read on this subject, I cannot but mop? 
that these schools are becoming the true founda 
tion fof the extension and glory of the church. 
This indeed seems universally admitted among 
Christians;—but, like many other plain and, even 
important truths, the admission has very little or 
no practical influence. AndI have long wonder- 
ed and mourned that churches and tministers, 
have not felt a deeper interest, and a more inti- 
mate relationship in these little nurseries of their 
household, and 4. their communion. 
I beg that | may not be misunderstood as bring- 
ing an accusation against our clergy, and churche 
es; for well I know, personally, that many clergy 
men, and [I do not kaow but all,—feela deep & 
lively interest in these schools; and remember 
them often in their public, aud f presume ip their 
sete AL penne at the throne of grace. 

now also thatsome clerygmen lalor personally 
in the schools, superintending and directing the 
instructions therein. And in cther ways are im- 
portant services rendered by some clergymen, to 
and for these schools. I know, also, something 
of the various and arduous labors, and numerous 
avocations, of many of our cler n. 
Yet, giving full credit for al} these, as I feel 
disposed to do, I beg leave to suggest for their 
consideration the inquiry, how they can, with so 
Walaearguse. oftime,audJabor, do so much tu- 
ing an hour, occasionally, in these little gardews 
of seedlings? Here, better than any where else, 
they can attain a more affectionate and paternal 
aecess tothese lambs of their flocks. Their pres+ 
ence, and councils, and admonitions, would here 
probably have much greater effect thanin any 
other place. And sure | am, if such visits 
should not have all their desired effect with the 
children, they would afford much encouragement 
and interest to teachers;—would add dignity and 
respect to the schools in the view of parents, and 
of the community;—and in this way, at least, 
would be of much service. 
But I yet may ask, have churches, as such, in 
their united character,—and have the serous 
and influential members thereof,—taken that in- 
terest in these schools, and afforded them that 
countenance and encouragement, which they 
ought to have done, considering their professions, 
and their relations to these little ones, and to the 
Great Head afthe Church? 
So far asl am acquainted, thie question must 
be answered inthe negative. And if this be true 
of churches, what can be expected of the world? 
Nay, if this be true, how will they answer to the 
reat Shepherd for their negleet of this part of 
isfold? Let churches then duly consider their 
relations to these schools, and their objigations 
to their Master, as well asthe true interests of the 
church, and arouse from their supineness on this 
subject, and become active assistants, both by 
their labors and their prayers, in this important 
and delightful duty. Then willteachers, and chil- 
dren, and parents, and ministers, and the eommu- 
nity, receive a new impulse on this subject; and 
then may we expect to see a richer and a more im- 
mediate harvest in this moral kingdom.

It hath been lamented, beloved brothers and 
sisters, teachers of the Sunday School;—it hath 
been sometimes lamented that the ministry of 
reconciliation have not been mindful enough of 
your noble cause. Whether want of love for 
souls; or want of reflection upon the spirit and 
tendency of the Sunday School system; or a doubt 
of the consistency of your labours with the strict 
spirituality required on the Sabbath; or whether 
an apprehension that the business of instructing 
in holy things might lead you te some interfer- 
ence with the pectliar provitice assigned to them, 
—whether these, or either of these, were among 
the reasons of their indifference, I think there is 
little danger of their being indifferent much lon- 
ger. They have overpowering evidence of the 
advantage of Sunday Schools to their own respec- 
tive churches: and few ministers who wish for 
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flourishing congregations, and crowded commun- 
ion tables, will nove reject the aid of Sunday 
School instruction. The danger of pulpit inva- 
sions and intermeddlings is no longer, if ever it 
hath been, feared; w hile the influence ye exert 
upon alf the interests of the people, through the 
pupils whom ye teach, is so obviously congenial 
with the true scope aad object of the sacred of- 
fice. What animation, what enlargement mut 
it impart to a faithful pastor’s mind, to see hun- 
dreds of children, who else must have grown up 
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the object of Sabbath Sejool instructions merely 
to fix in the mindsof children the principles of 
morality,—principles which should guide them, 
as they Ohne im years, in all their dealings 
with their fellow men, and which should make 
them honest and virtuous members of society ,— 
even in this ease, in order thet the effort should 
be successful, these principles must be — 
and enforced. But this is not all the object of 
the Sabbath School.

Popery, & all manner of wickedness are virtually 
encouraged by my neighbors; for if mankind can 
be fully persuaded that immortal glory awaits 
them beyond the grave, let them say and do what 
they will on earth, they will put but little re- 
straint, ifany, on their corrupt inclinations. Yes, 
i see him making many proselytes to Universal 
Salvation; and they give him reverence and 
honor, while they reproach those who belicre, 


first present themselves. Your pupils will, per- 
haps, at first, be dissatisfied, and think it an un- 
reasonable limitation. But, depend upon it, af- 
ter a fair trial, every difficulty will vanish. 1 can- 
not but repeat to you the thought that presented 
itself to the mind of Robert Raikes, when, as he 
was devising means to establish his first little 
School, obstacles of so — a nature acéu- 
mulated about him, asalmost to induce him to 
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in ignorance and vice, gathered ever Sabbath, 
first to be instructed in the Sunday School, and 
then placed to be further taught under the sound 
of his own voice? Out of these hopeful eatechu- 
mens, he is perhaps to make the best friends of 
his chureh, andthe most exemplary professors of 
the religion he inculeates? Form self, I confess 
freely, that I prefer the Sunday School as an aux- 
iliary to the work of the ministry, above an oth- 
er lay-agency whatsoever: and could wish that 
every well-qualified person in my congregation 
were, if ret be, engaged asa teacher. Indeed, 
I consider the system as promising more to the 
church than almost any other institution after the 
sacred ministry: and I know not whether any 
thing could be done to arrest the church’s prog- 
ress through the world as effectually, the abolish- 
ment of the ministry excepted, as the abolishment 
of Sunday Schools.

CONVERSION OF A YOUNG JEWISH LAWYER. 


In a letter from Professor Tholuek, of Berlin, inserted in 
the Jewish Expositor for February, the following account 
is given of the recent conversion of a young Jew, a student 
in law in that city: 

B., a student in law, had been sent to me with 
a recommendation, towards the end of the year 
1824: he expressed a desire to be instructed, can- 
didly avowing that he now felt the importance 
of religion, although he had been an entire stran- 
ger to it till then. I gave him several lectufes, 
in which I explained to him practically the Gos- 
pel of St. John, dwelling always on the main sub- 
ject of sin and regeneration. During this time 
the young man seemed quite indiflerent; to my 
questions he made but slight and superficial re- 
plies, and his behaviour was rather uncourteous; 
at length he kept away for some time. One day | 
saw him lounging in a crowd of gay gownsmen. 
Then I perceived poor the reason of his absent- 
ing himself; and I could well conceive how re- 
volting toa man like him, my exhortations must 
have been. However, he bowed to me politely 
when passing, and some days after he returned 
to my Toners, excusing himself for having neg- 
lected them from ill health. I continued our lec- 
tures, and he continued in his apparent total in- 
diference, till the last Wednesday before my de- 
parture. When he came again I supplicated the 
Lord to bestow on me the aid of his Spirit to 
touch and move that heart of stone. I spoke on 
Nathaniel; he believed, because the Lord shewed 
to him that he knew all his secrets, ‘Then 1 
thus addressed him: 

‘The day draws nigh when the Lord will un- 
cover even the secrets of your breast, my friend; 
for in this very moment he ts with us, and he looks 
inte your heart, end into mine. I do not know 
whether what | am telling you appears to you a 
fable or reasonable—whether you rejoice at it, or 
reject it—whether you bless me on account of my 

reaching to you, or make a mock of me; but the 
Prord knows your heart, and you will one day ap- 
pear before him, to give an account of all y our 
doings; then you can no longer disbelive.’” Whilst 
I was thus speaking, I remarked a change in his 
countenance, which | had never seen otherwise than 
indifferent: all on a sudden he burst out into 
tears, and cried aloud, ‘! am lost! Lam lost?’ I 
became astonished, and thanked God with all my 
heart. I sat a while silent by his side, but i 
could not resume my discourse. For ten minutes 
he Continued weeping, crying aloud, ‘1am lost! 
1 am lost}). Lashed kwow tide was the effect of 
my words upon you before, pray tell me what 

ou feel now.” ‘lam lost!’ was all he uttered. 
poten siezed his hand, and «aid to him. * Rise, 
my fend, and go home and pray for the pardon 
of your sins.’ He exclaimed again, ‘ For me there 
is no pardon—I am lost! 

Struck with the idea, that this man, for the 
first time in his life, had felt the evil of bis sins, I 
said, “Well,then, friend, if you really feel your sins 
so deeply, & your condemnation, I can proclaim to 
you,with an equally deep assurance,in the name of 
Ge i,that all vour sins are forgiven,and you are ac- 
cepted with God. And as you have been weeping 
tillthis moment,even so rejoice now on the forgive- 
ness of your transgressions in the name of Jesus.” 
I hoped that he would have burst out into praises 
of God’s grace; but again, withthe voice of heart- 
rending grief, he endistered, ‘For me there is no 
pardon, my sins are too great!” With these 
words he rushed out of the room, and I did not see 
him again tillthe day before my departure for 
England, when not being able to speak to him, 
[ gave him a recommendation to a faithful min- 
ister to whom | had spoken respeeting him; his 
countenance had still the marks of deep gi ief. | 
have seldom been so affected. This left the strong- 
est Impression on my mind during the whole of 
may jourety. I related the fact to several friends 
in Ungland. They took a heartfelt interest in 
it, & wished earnestly to hear more about this dis- 
quieted soul; of whom I am happy to givea further 
good account. When Icame back, I found him

RESIGNATION OF MR. FREY, as Agent of the 
American Jews’ Society. 

It appears, that on the 13th Oct. 1825, they Board of the 
American Jews’ Soviety passed a resolution to provide for 
Mr. Frey and his family at Harrison, or some other place 
which they might designate, and also pay him €500 per an- 
num,—in consideration of 4 months service by him to be 
rendered yearly, as travelling Agent ofthe Board. Altho’ 
Mr. Frey at the time accepted of these conditions, he sub- 
sequently addressed a communication tothe Board, desir- 
ing to be released from his engagement: which request was 
complied with. The following is the most important part 
of his communication to the Board, as published in the New 
¥ork Observer: 

In the full expectation that the objects of this 
Society would be carried into effect, | cheerfully 
entered again into my late engagement with 
you, and although that engagement was limit- 
ed to one year, yet I entertained no doubt 
that as lorg as I could be useful to the Board,they 
would neither dismiss me, nor refuse to furnish a 
support for my family. But it is not to be con- 
cealed, nor ought it to be disguised, that a change, 
a very great change,has taken place since that en- 
gagement in relation to this Society, in the minds 
not only of the public, but ofthe Board itself The 
feasibility of our plans, & the wisdom of our meas- 

ures, are on all hands called in question; and many 
men of sound heads& honest hearts hesitate to yield 
to us their aid & approbation. I fear & tremble at 
the thought, that the noble and glorious object of 
our Institution is defeated. I tremble on my own 
account, on your account, and for the cause of 
Christian charity and benevolence. I may be 
mistaken. But the public seem to me to have 
withdrawn their confidence; the auxiliary socie- 
ties are expiring, and the income is very pereep- 
tibly diminishing from month to month, and should 
I travel as your agent for four months during the 
ensuing season, I should go without the least pros- 
pect of being able either to enrich your treasury, 
or add to your auxiliaries, It dees not become 
me at this time to inquire into the causes 
which have produced this mortifying and unhap- 
py state of things; they are wrapped ina myste- 
ry which the Lord in his own good time will un- 
fold. Formy own part I believe that but one 
single step more remains for the Board to take, 
cael to prevent the auxiliary societies from 
entire dissolution, and to rekindle the expirin 
confidence of the Christian public;—a step w hich 
has always been nearto my heart and highin my 
hopes—! refer toan agency to Europe. Three 
years have already elapsed since the measure 
was first presented to your consideration: com- 
mitiee after committee have reporied favorably 
upon it; the board has more than once resolved 
that it was necessary and expedient, but it still 
remains unaccomplished, and onthis, as well as 
on every other measure, there seems tobe an ir- 
resolution and indecision which entirely prevent 
efficient action. Far be it from my thoughts to 
ascribe blame to any individual or to the Board. 
There ave intrinsic difficulties in the subject 
which demand deliberation, and the immense 
responsibility of the undertaking has induced a 
slow and timorous caution. But the fact exists, & 
connected with the growing unpopularity of the 
Society, presents a dark aspect. to me at least, who 
teel so deeply for the cause, and whose hopes have 
been raised so high by its auspicious beginnin

ceive such astep unnecessary for the accommo- 
dation of those of us who are now here. and move 
cannot reasonably be expected until an agent 
si@ll visit Europe. As for mv brethren now on
